II 
is attracting wide attention from the 
press: 

As the laws of war are part of the 
law of nations, and the conduct of our 
armies in the field is of international 
as well as national interest and concern, 
we need not be surprised if the manner 
of Aguinaldo's capture is discussed and 
criticized abroad even more than at 
home. 

The newspapers of the country pub- 
lished a despatch from Manila, dated 
March L'S, giving the circumstances of 
the capture as told by Gen. Puustoii to 
an agent of the Associated Press. The 
two features of the affair which deserve 
and should receive attention are 1 1 1 the 
forgery and transmission of letters pur- 
porting to bo written by the insurgent 
Itenernl Lacuna to his commander-in- 
chief, Aguinaldo; and (2| the disguise 
of the soldiers who effected the capture. 

The forged letters, purporting to come 
from one of his subordinate generals 
then in the field, were intended to put 
Aguiuaido off his guard and lead him 
to expect the arrival of [,acunn's " liesl 
company" at his headquarters. How well 
the forgery succeeded is told in the sain.' 
despatch by tlm agent of the Associated 
I'ress, in Agninaldo's own words: '" 1 
should never have been taken except by 
stratagem. 1 was completely deceived 
by Lacuna's forged signature." 

Thus tic question is raised whether 
such a forgery is one of lie- deceptions 
or stratagems allowed by the laws...;" 
war, ami whether an act that is criminal 
and infamous in civil life can be regard- 
ed as conduct becoming an ollicer ami a 
gentleman in the army of 1b" I idled 
States.

Halleok 
in his work on international war, "are 
snares laid for an enemy, or deceptions 
practised on him - -without perfidy ami 
niiRiatenl with good f nth ( :! 1 ; ivi ■ 
in his elementary treatise, which is in 
use at the W. st Point Academy, says: 

"No measures ran bo resorted to 
which involve a breach of go,,, I faith. 
* * * 1 leceit in t he f inn of circulat- 
ing false information, in order that il 
may fall into the hands of nil enemy, is 
justifiable, because it is the enemy's duty 
to weigh carefully the sources from 
which lie receives intelligence." 

But you must not corrupt and falsify 
the sources themselves. 

We now come to the second (dement 
in this affair- the disguise which was 
practised in aid of the forgery. Accord- 
ing to the Associated I'ress despatch, 
the Filipinos who were killed met their 
death at the hands of men disguised i;i 
the Filipino uniform and in the pay of 
the United States: and Aguinaldo was 
bodily seized in his quarters by an ex- 
Tagal major, who had deserted the in- 
surgent cause and who had donned 
again the insurgent uniform, in the em- 
ploy of the Pnited States, for the parti- 
cular purpose in hand. 

Now, assuming that the facts_ as 
stated are true fund the Associate.! 
Press has published them as having 
been furnished by Hen. Funston him- 
self), was this combination of forgery, 
disguise, surprise and force allowable by 
the laws of war. or was it assassination 
in resp'vt of the Filipinos who went 
killed; and if Aguinaldo also had been 
killed, as he readily might, would it 
have been "all fair." or would it have 
been that most atrocious of crimes 
which was brand".! with indelible in- 
famy even in Scotland's bloodiest days, 
centuries ago, as '* murder under trust"? 

The code of instructions for the gov- 
ernment of the t'nitod Slates armies in 
the field, as \v» have said, "admits rif 
deception, lull disclaims acts of perfidy." 
Rule l'"> of this code ordains that 
" l roops who fiirbl in the uniform >■.( 
their enemies, without any plain, strik- 
ing .am! uniform mark of distinction of 
their own. can expect no quarter." 

Hole >''< provides; 

" The use of the enemy's national 
standard, Hag c-r other emblem of na- 
tionality, for the purpose of deceiving 
the enemy in battle, is nn net of peifidy 
by which they lose all claim to the pro- 
tection of the laws of war." 

The reason why perfidy is under such 
a ban is stated in Itule 101 : 

""While deception in war is admitted 
as a just and necessary means of hos- 
tility, and is consistent with honorable 
warfare, the common law of war allows 
even capital punishment for clandestine 
or treacherous attempts to injure an 
enemy, because they lire so dangerous, 
nud it is bo difficult to guard against 
theru."

A small force, under cover of night, may 
pass the enemy's lines, penetrate to his 
headquarters, surprise the general and 
take him prisoner, or attack ami kill him. 
It was Ins duty to guard against such 
attacks and t.. prevent a surprise. Such 
acts jire, therefore, not only justifiable, 
but commendable; it is the disguise and 
treachery which give to the deed the 
character .it' murder and assassination." 

Such is the character of Fuiiston's per- 
formance. Agunialdo was bound to 
look out for himself to the full extent 
indicated by ("Jon.

The Americans had 2,154,311 
men who averaged three years' service 
out of the four years of war, a large 
number of whom would be pensioned for 
wounds, etc. And this gigantic multi- 
tude had not only to be fed and clothed 
and moved about for thousands of miles, 
but, consisting as it did largely of volun- 
teers, required also to he armed and 
taught; the expenses for "books on 
tactics " alone amounted, according to 
Mr. Bolles' figures, to $172,508, or 
£34,500. 

Mr. Bloch, I notice, gives the direct 
expenditure of the Northern States at 
only £500,000,000, and not at £USO,000,-

200,000 fighters were to cost us £22,7(55,- 
louds, and out fiom 000 sterling for the six months from 
March 31. 1900, to September 30, or 1M 
days. This sum does not include the sea 
transport out to the Cape, which is 
rigidly an extra so far as our continental 
comparisons are concerned, for of course 
no other European nation calculates upon j jjj ot .]| 
having 0,010 miles of sea to cross before 
reaching the scene of hostilities. To this 
total, however, must bo added the cost 
of ammunition, projectiles, swords, 
lances, equipment, etc. and also such 
expenses as pensions for wounds, which 
are not included in it. but which the con- 
tinental estimates are intended to cover. 
These extras, we mnv fairly allow, would 
bring our total up to about £28.000.000. 
and. as In order to keep up the estimated 
quota of 200,000 men we have been ob- 
liged to keep iii hand about 220.000. wo 
find that each man. on an average, has 
cost us 13s. 10(1. per day. or 5s. lOd. 
above Mr. Hindi's estimate. 

There, is, indeed, one alternative which

penses, I mean, as claims for compen- 
sation of loyal colonists, pensions, etc., 
which it would lie extremely impolitic j a 
and outrageously unjust fo overlook. 
The United States have not yet. and will 
not. says Mr. Bolles in bis financial h'is- 
tory, for probably a hundred years, have 
paid off all the claims arising out of the 
civil war of 18G0 to 1S04.

though we may readily vote £(10,000,000 | meul to 
or £80,000,000, it will only cover a com- 
paratively small portion of the loss on 
the present war, and. if we judge by the 
experience of America, it is somewhat 
alarming to find that, although the direct 
expenditure of both sides, according to 
the well-known financial writer. Mr. (i. 
B. Waldron, amounted to about £1,000,- 
000,000 sterling, the total loss of the 
nation is as high as £2.000.000,000. The 
analogy of France in 1870 is still less 
encouraging, for. while her direct ex- 
penses came to £100,000.000 sterling, her 
indirect loss came lo £202,000,000— and 
this without counting the war indemnity 
paid to Prussia of £21X1,000,000. 

To meet our required expenditure, the 
present government has raised money 
by loans; the interest which we shall 



posed that these figures include indirect 
expenses, as they amount to over 
£2 per man— a scale of direct liability 
in which neither Prussia nor Austria 
would have dared to embark. 

Thai Prussia at all events and her 
smaller Cerinan allies were able to keep 
their expenses within limits we may see 
bv the Franco-Prussian war. . In that 
war she placed 1.183,380 men in the 
field, and her direct expenses for a war 
of HIS days amounted to only £0. - »,000.- 
000, giving an average of "is. fid, per 
lay. This is what we may 
ill a really successful expedition: fore- 
seen to a day. fore pi a lined to a detail; 
Von Moltke is popularly reported to have' 
had hardly anything to do for several 
days after war had been declared, so 
scientifically perfect had his forethought 
and preparations been. At the mid of 
seven months he had conquered un an- 
cient and powerful enemy, equal in cour- 
age and superior in resources to bis own 
country. Ho had paid his war expenses 
and stood £85,000.000 sterling in pocket, 
besides having added to his country two 
states whose capital value at that time 
had been estimated at £04,000,000. 

The French, on the other band, had 
paid £1(10.000.000 in the direct expenses j 
of an army 701. 000 strong, which gives 
total of £1 4s. per man per day. or 
itbout four and a half times as much as 
I the Prussians. We need not. I think, 
I examine the desperate attempts al arm- 
ing and training hastily levied recruits | 
which led to this waste of men and 
money, and which only go to show that 
even courage amounting to heroism is of 
I little or no avail unless preceded by long 
land patient toil in time of peace. 

2. Turning for a moment from com- 
ipnrisons with other nations: Some of 
j the items of our own estimates for the 
year beginning April 1 are interesting; 
I the pay. for instance, of tlie C. I. V. was 
estimated at £50,000, that of our colo- 
nial contingents at £300,00(1, and of our 
South African local forces at £3,000,000; 
and our ballooning, which, we are sorry 
to say, has not been quite so great a 
success as was expected, cost u.s £2,000. 

As regards our home defence, we find 
that a volunteer is about half as expen- 
sive to the country as a militiaman. 
The militia, on the oilier hand, are 
under military law all the year round: 
a militia reserve of 30,000* 
men. who can be called on at any mo- 
at home or abroad, and 
about 00 per cent, of the remainder vol 
unteered for the front; almost every 
one of the militia reserve has gone out 
to fill up gaps in the line regiments in 
Africa. Our linesmen are undoubtedly 
well paid as soldiers go— they receive 
about three times tin; pay of a French 
soldier. However, they are dressed 
cheaply; an infantry private in a line 
regiment costs £3 131, per annum to 
clothe, a lancer £0 3s„ and a trooper in 
the Life Guards £0 3s. 4d. 

The War Offlce cost. £251,000 last 
year; for this year of war. 1000 to 
1901, it has been estimated at £20,000 
more. We may put it down at about 
a quarter of a million per annum. 

The ordinary observer can only find

As regards our 
expenditure, the mistake which we made 
is. of course, the same that we always 
make, viz., not beginning soon enough. 
Tin; Boers had bought up most of the 
available native animals before we even 
thought of doing so. When they make 
raid on our communications, tliey can 
ufl'ord themselves two or three ponies 
whereas our men who go in pursuit oi 
them are glad to get a sound horse at 
•ill We can imagine the foldings of an 
unfortunate charger, bred perhaps in the 
creen fields of Ireland and sold to an 
En-lish olllcer; he is lauded half dead 
after three weeks' sea-sickness and 
knocking about, finds himself in an un- 
known climate, and is then called on to 
do ten times as much work as he has 
ever done before. And the Australian 
Walers are said to have (Med, on the 
whole, sooner than the British. We 
bought, of course, a certain number of 
horses from contractors in Africa, but, 
bad avc spoken sooner, the British army 
would have possessed a far greater sup- 
ply of well-seasoned remounts. Ex- 
penses would have been greatly cut 
down, and an enormous amount of suf- 
fering would have been spared these un- 
fortunate animals. 

Our estimates of transport, therefore, 
by water and by land amount to 
£18,920,000, voted for war purposes only, 
over and above the ordinary expendi- 
ture which goes on as usual and 
amounts to £1.000,0110 more. In the 
vear before war broke out, they were 
reckoned at £790,000; since that event 
they are. as we see. estimated at nearly 
£20,000,000 sterling.

Another grievance Is the liability - In 
these days of hanks with remote branches— 
to be removed from one part of England to 
another at a day's even a minute's notice.

Vet nnotlier grievance 
Is the dismissal of a clerk after twentv 
years' service for •'lack of ability."

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Of the various exploits to the credit of 
llooM Commiuulant Christian Dewet, 
there is not one that, for historical im- 
portance or variety of incident, will ever 
compart' with his dash through the llrit- 
isli cordon » round Fourieslmrg and sub- 
sequent march into the Transvaal, lie 
was charged with the escort » : ' presi- 
dent Steyn to President" Kruger. Nearly 
all the members of the government ac- 
companied the President, and had the 
British efforts to capture this commando 
been as successful as _hcy were untiring, 
the war would long since have ended. 
However, Dewet Rut Ihrongti, mid one 
who was there proposes to tell how. 

Bethlehem had been taken. We were 
cooped up in the mountains. News from 
the Transvaal was discouraging.

There it lay in the 
blackness, not a thousand yards from the 
road, evidently fast asleep and ripe for 
a surprise. Dewet held bis hand, for 
the issues involved were too grave, and 
our column passed by in silence and 
secrecy. Shortly .'liter, the moon rose, 
and by its light we passed and cat the 
telegraph wire connecting Bethlehem and 
Senekal. At midnight we halted, safely 
through the cordon. 

During the following day's march a 
Hritlsh force was encountered, and a 
detachment was sent to keep the enemy 
at arm's length tintil the wagons won; 
safely away. 

Steyn and Dewet accompanied this 
body into action, and were under heavy 
shell lire for some hours. The object 
was accomplished without much diffi- 
culty, chiefly by means of artillery. 
This engagement was but a foretaste of 
joys to come, for during the rest of the 
inarch hardly a day passed without light- 
ing taking place in rear or Hank.

After breakfast we set forth 
again, anil just in time, for scarcely had 
we stalled than the first scattered shots 
began lo fall, rollowed by a rapid maxim 
fusilade, showing the expected action 
had begun. Time and our charge were 
too precious to admit of our taking part, 
however averse to leaving during an en- 
gagement, and we continued on our way. 
listening and looking hack till out of car- 
shot. Bailell-Powell had just missed us I 
by an hour rather an important hour ' 
or South Africa.

It was amusing lo «ee inein- 
ers of the Executive making a rush ii 
uy a clean htuidkerchicl or a dozen 
eggs. 

We were now heading for Middlehui g, 
bul upon Hearing it we heard it was h 
possession of the cneniv, so we sheered 
off towards lieltast. Belfast also taken: 
It was really getting monotonous, and

He has only one strain set in divers 
s.inu.s hut in that lie Is perfect and mounts 
high In that kept atmosphere too rare for 
unimaginative souls, ills whole verse Is 
n song, a song of June, after, rain, of the 
great wine-cup of the sun, of the passing 
of golden days In September, of the tiny 
winged creatures of the fields and woods.

We 
have no great national aspiration. We are 
content. Now while this Is all very pleas- 
ing from an economic standpoint. It Is bad 
for poetry. Out of such a slate poetry 
develops slowly and along sane and ln- 
tcleetuul but uot spontaneous lines. There 
Is no revolution merely growth. It Is 
also true that we have no folk-songs al- 
ways excepting the French-Onnaillan 
"Chansons" so that we dl.l nut follow the 
usual curse uf from folk-song through 
various refining processes to polished 
verse. Our poetry sprang if not fully- 
^•r.ivvn at least In considerable health and 
vigor out of the lusty Canadian head.

Lofebre of Vancouver 1ms a truer poetic 
conception. Her "The Lion's pate" fins 
many beautiful dues and Its treatment of 
local color is often most artistic and pleas- 
ing. I have also read with admiration Miss 
Lugrln's sonnet on the passing of our loved 
and lust Victoria the Good. It strikes a 
high note of appreciation of our sovereign's 
befitting life and befitting death. I should 
think If the young writer would confine her 
attention to the writing of poetry, special- 
ize her undoubted talents as It were we 
should have some excellent work from her 

A mention' ought also to be made of lho.se 
collectors of Canadian poems who have 
done so much to make our poets known, 
such as Hand's "A Treasury of Cannd'nn 
Verse-. Llghthftll's "Soncs of the flreat 
Dominion." How-art's "Selections from 

Canadian Poets. rhe "Vnrsltv Itook of 

Prose and Verse." and the Canadian lllrth- 
ditv Itook by Seranup. 

Passing to the general characteristics of 
Canadian pi etry. I reluctantly leave out 
the great body of French-Canadian verse 
only reminding von that literature existed 
In French Canada for a century before 
Hrltlsh Canadians began to write, that It 
flourished while the other languished that 
It produeeil our greatest poet Frechette, 
and much ..r our greatest poerrv. 

I find that our poetry Is dominated by 
four great features; by nature love, by 
high moral tone, by patriotism and ad- 
herence to the best models. 

More exquisite pictures of earth anil sky 
and sea have never been painted than those 
from the pens of Lampninn, Itoberts. Car- 
man. Rrott. Campbell and scores of others. 
Head Campbell's beautiful and pathetic 
•'Iserenvoincnt of the Fields" the wall for

I must leave for your questioning some 
points I had Intended to dwell upon; the 
problem uf how fa r our poets have In- 
fluenced the times. If at all. or If they 
have nut rather themselves been Inlliienceil 
by them? and the consideration ..f the fu- 
ture uf our poetry since we are too close 

to ihe great ho.ly of r nt verse to judge

OVSTEItS FOB PACIFIC WATERS. 

One Thousand Bushels of the Seed Variety 
To Be Shipped to Oregon Tor 
Propagation. 

There will be shipped from New Haven, 
Conn., on April 10th 1,000 bushels of two- 
year-old seed oysters to be planted In the 
harbor waters of the Pacific as an exper- 
iment In oyster culture In that part of the 
world. The consignment will go to' the 
Willapa Harbor Oyster Company, of Ore- 
gon. Recently a representative of that 
firm came to Connecticut to Investigate 
oyster propagation In Long Island Sound 
and became convinced that oysters ' could 
grow nnd become n prontable Investment 
In the rncltic. 

Ho said that oysters had never been 
planted there all such luxuries being shipp- 
ed from Ihe East, the price to consumers 
being 50 cents a dozen on the half shell. 
' The oysters will be packed In linrrels 



and shipped In refrigerator cars, the cost of 
the bivalves being $1.00 a bushel. The 
freight charges will be nbout the same 
and tho transplanting will be another dol- 
lar. The Oregon capitalists say there 
will be big profit even with these expenses.

THE BOOM IN NOBLE FIVE. 
1 was asked the other day why I had 
omitted to refer in my weekly notes in 
the Sunday Colonist to the Noble Five 
strike, in which so many Victorians, as 
shareholders iu the company owning the 
property, are interested. I replied that 
I knew no more about the matter than 
who read the papers in 
which "the incident had been reported; 
but perhaps this answer was a bit 
evasive, for I have had reasons for my 
silence. ' The fact is, iu view of the his- 
tory of the Noble Five during the last 
two years or so, I prefer to await official 
confirmation of tho reported discovery 
before commenting at length on it. If 
it is true that the East Chance lead has 
been encountered, the intrinsic value of 
the Noble Five property is undoubtedly 
increased considerably thereby. But a 
few of us who remember how skilfully 
Noble Five slock has been " boomed" at 
periodical intervals in \Hv past, are still 
inclined to be skeptical. But, somebody 
may remark, haven't you seen the mag- 
nificent specimen of ore from the new 
strike exhibited in a broker's window on 
Fort street? I certainly have both

, cultural Department, and a commission 
appointed to investigate tho industry in 
I the United States during the past year. 
Such a favorable showing lias been made 
lhat the Ontario Government, realizing 
the vast importance to the country, 
[more particular to the farming interests, 
have voted 1-2 cent per pound bounty 
for a period of two years, and 1-4 cent 
for the third year, liioited to $75,000 in 
any on" year, upon nil granulated snzar 
manufactured in the province. While 
the grntil is small, and not supplemented, 
as expected, by the Dominion Covcrn- 
Hl"lit, it will still be sufficient lo dem- 
onstrate that tin' sugar business is of 
great value, and is capable of enormous 
development in ties country.

BEET BOOT SUGAR. 

What Is Being Done For the Industry 
In •Canada. 

Tlie ■ Dominion of Canada nnd the 
province of Quebec gave bounties' on 
beet sugar made from Canadian-grown 
beets, and several factories wee start- 
ed in the Province of Quebec, but the 
venture did not prove successful, and 
the bounties have now expired. 

The failure of the attempts to carry 
on the beet sugar industry in Quebec 
had' given a set-back to further at- 
tempts in Canada, but the great subse- 
quent success both in the United 
States nnd Europe shows that tlie in- 
dustry in this country was not 'given 
a trial under fair conditions. In Que- 
bec tho farmers were not properly etlu- 
cnted to tho new occupation of beet 
growing, and though the returns to the 
few who did grow the beets in 11 rather 
negligent, way was very satisfactory,

HOME STUDY. 



California Revoits Against The ('ram- 
ming System. 

From the Oregoalan. 

The question of "home study" as appli- 
ed to the pupils of tin? public schools, is 
a constantly recurring one. Bike other 
questions looking to a reform in meth- 
ods or practices that are intrenched in 
custom, jt will not yield to grumbling, 
direct complaint or savage arraignment, 
out of time, but could no doubt be solved 
by systematic, popular protest diligently 
followed up. This public, to bring the 
matter home, has for years made ciucru- 
lous complaint about, that outgrowth of 
our public school development that com- 
pels pupils to stagger home each evening 
under a weight of from ten to fifteen 
pounds of books, in order to prepare the* 
next day's recitation. The subject has 
been indignantly discussed around the 
family hoard, the practice inveighed 
against, nt neighborhood gatherings and 
denounced without stint by patrons of 
the schools, under cunningly devised ali- 
ases, through the columns of tlie daily 
press. And, although the matter is one 
which could readily be settled by the 
concerted, intelligent action of parents, a 
large majority 01' whom an- opposed to 
"home work' — especially in "the grades" 
— it has lived and thriven and still lives 
and thrives as a requirement of tlie pub- 
lic school course in this city. While, as 
pointed out by a recent correspondent in 
the Oregonian, tin- system of inarching 
several hundred young girls at the High 
School "up and down three or four 
llights of stairs many times a day. and 
then requiring them to lug home 11 wheel 
barrow load of books to be studied when 
they ought to be asleep." i>. reprehensible 
it is pretty safe to say that the process 
will continue as long as only paper bul- 
lets from masked guns are fired at it. 
No abuse was ever yet. abolished by 
means of a warfare so futile. 

In California they have moved against 
this educational abuse from 11 different 
quarter. A. bill providing that "no 
pupil in the public schools of the state 
under the age of fifteen years shall bo 
required to do any home study" re- 
cently passed the legislature, and lias 
received the signature of OjvcTt:.>r 
(luge. This measure will go into opera- 
tion July 1 of the current year, or pra - 
tieally at tho beginning of tin- next 
school year, a month or six weeks later. 
Its effect will be watched with nn inter- 
est that will extend far beyond the 
boundaries of California. Since the en- 
forcement of law depends upon pn.i.iC 
opinion, it is not too much to expect 
that this law will correct the obns.< 
at which it strikes, so far as gnu e 
pupils are concerned, the objection to 
home study evidently not extending 
:is here to the work of students in tho 
High schools. That public .sentiment, 
so far as it had passed upon the mat- 
ter, demanded the enactment ot this 
law there is no reason to doubt. \\ ltli 
the usual impetuosity of the American 
people, they have allowed their zeal to 
outrun their judgment in the matter 
of public (and so-called free) education. 
\ comprehensive curriculum has. been 
provided, covering almost every depart- 
ment of human knowledge, and this is 
supplemented by a system that compel* 
every child who attends the schools to 
attempt the assimilation of the vast 
mass within what is known as the 
school age. The professional pedagogue 
has gotten in his work here, and every 
subject that has appealed to him ns 
"important" 1ms been crowded into tho 
course, with the result that tlie bur- 
dens laid upon the minds of the young 
have become altogether too heavy II 
assumed' seriously: if rightly regarded, 
the results have borne little relation to- 
true education. . 

It is not surprising that 11 point has 
been reached' where it is necessary. . I 
the pupil would "pass," to keep nun 
grinding away tit his books, not only 
during school hours, but through tlie 
long hours of the evening as well. It 
liiav be hoped that the school board of 
this district will find time, and oppor- 
tunity to observe the workings of th " 
law. The reform that it seeks is net d 
cd in Portland schools, and might reau- 
ily be brought about by local 1 school 
management as supplemental , to 1 the 
wishes of the patrons of the publn. 
schools.
